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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Through the efforts of your Local Health Officer and a few 
interested citizens acting as a health committee, it has been pos- 
sible for a Public Health Nursing program to be carried on in 
Searsmont this year. 

Three Child Health Conferences were held, physical exami- 
nations, the triple vaccine, for diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping 
cough, small pox vaccine and Polio vaccine were offered. 28 
children attended these conferences. 

Two Polio Vaccine Clinics were held 1n the schools; 58 pupils 
received two inoculations. Booster doses of the vaccine are now 
available and plans are being made for these clinics to be held in 
the early part of 1957. 

Audiometer testing, as a means of finding children with 
defective hearing, was done in the schools. The sub-primary, 
first, second, third, and eighth grades were included in this pro- 
gram. In the other grades the test was given to the pupils at 
the request of the teachers. 62 students were tested, 13 were 
retested and 3 pupils were found to have defective hearing. 

Other services for the community have been those offered 
through the State Sponsored Clinic. 

Your Local Health Officer, the health committee, the town 
officials, and the school personnel working together have made it 
possible for the community to benefit from these services. 

My sincere thanks to all who have made it possible for a 
health program to have been carried on in Searsmont this year.

You will note that there is an article in the warrant, to see if 
the town will vote to discontinue the North School. In order 
that you may vote with an attitude of fairness and justice, it may 
be helpful for you to know that the majority of the people, in 
that section of the town, desire to have the school discontinued 
and that the school committee, at a recent meeting, has voted to 
recommend such action. This, of course, will incur extra expense 
in building adjustments at the Village School and will also, in- 
clude expense for proper conveyance. 

The lunch program, at the Village School, can not be run as 
long as usual this year. This is due to the fact that the inde- 
pendent lunches will receive no government free foods this year. 
Gertrude Griney, State Lunch Director, at a recent meeting of 
the P. T. A. in Liberty, informed them that the prospects are, 
that from now on the independent lunches will fare no better for 
government foods than they have this past year. The Federal 
School Lunch Program has greatly enlarged and leaves no govern- 
ment foods for the independent lunch. 
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I hope that you people are aware of the fact that there is a 
tremendous survey taking place in the State of Maine, in regard 
to Maine’s system of education. Certain facts stand out glaringly 
in need of adjustment. The legislators are giving very careful 
attention to the findings of the survey and it looks as though there 
will be considerable new legislation introduced under the guidance 
of the survey. This study has come about as the result of an 
appropriation of $25,000 by the last legislature, to study education 
in the State of Maine. It is known as the Jacobs Report, because 
the work has been directed by the Jacobs Company of Chicago. 
You will be hearing more about this report and new legislation, 
if passed, may cause special town meetings throughout the state 
in order to conform. That is a matter of conjecture and the only 
thing we can do, is proceed with appropriations etc., as situations 
and present laws demand.

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1954, an audit has been conducted of the financial 
records of the Town of Searsmont for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 11, 1956. 


The examination was in the form of a limited general audit 
as recommended by the National Committee on Governmental 
Accounting and was conducted by Auditor C. G. Hawes of the 
State Department of Audit. Audit analysis was on a basis con- 
sistent with that of the preceding year, and included all procedures 
which were considered necessary. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the exam- 
ination, the financial transactions of the Town were appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompany- 
ing comments. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in this 
report, present the result of the Town’s financial operations for 
the period designated. Recommendations are also offered which 
are believed worthy of consideration.

Town of Searsmont 


February 12, 1955 to February 11, 1956 


An audit of the financial records maintained by various 
officers of the Town of Searsmont: has been completed for the 
municipal year ended February 11, 1956. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures and the 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and sched- 
ules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $2,497.51, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances............ 5,446.94 
Oconee ie eee hy 2,949.43 
Net Unexpended Balances.... 2,497.51 


Overdrafts for the most part, were reflected in various highway 
accounts as well as abatements, discounts and interest. The 
Department of Attorney General has advised that overdrafts are 
not permitted by statute except in certain instances where emer- 
gencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent of 
15% of the highway appropriation. 


The audit also revealed that the following suggestions are 
worthy of consideration: 


Attention is directed to Chapter 91, Section 33 
of the Revised Statutes of 1954, which provides 
in part that deposits shall be made by the treas- 
urer at least twice each month when balances 
exceed $100.00. 
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Appropriation balances which are to be carried 
forward from year to year, excepting those re- 
quired to be carried forward by law, should re- 
ceive the approval of the voters. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $4,496.79 was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the First National Bank of Belfast, Maine and 
an actual count of cash. 


Other assets including taxes, tax liens and tax acquired 
property were reviewed and verification undertaken to determine 
their correctness. Unpaid accounts were also reconciled with 
balances shown on the records of the selectmen. 


The anticipated federal and state participation for hurricane 
damage had been reduced to $1,661.54 at the close of the current 
year. Although the remaining balance may not be fully realized, 
no adjustment will be made until final settlement is received. 


Liabilities 
Insofar as could be ascertained the general fund liabilities at 
the close of the year were $2,011.00. This amount represents 


accounts payable of $11.00 and the balance of the hurricane 
damage note of $2,000.00. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The appropriation accounts reflect unexpended balances of 
$3,774.86 (Exhibit D) representing various account balances that 
are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal 
requirements or customary practice. 


Withholding tax deductions due the Director of Internal 
Revenue totaled $116.00 at February 11, 1956. 


The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to 
$3,107.15, an increase of $2,497.51 for the year. This was Oc- 
casioned by the excess of available funds over expenditures. 
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Debt Fund 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the statement of 
financial condition as a separate fund, reflects outstanding bridge 
construction notes, fire truck and equipment notes of $1,900.00,

Trust Funds 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $13,650.00 and 
unexpended income amounted to $2,608.07. These funds are 
represented by U. S. Government Bonds of $11,300.00 and time 
deposits of $4,958.07 in the First National Bank of Belfast, Maime. 


Available Funds and Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available funds 
revealed a decrease of $3,668.94, as com_pared with the previous 
year. This was occasioned principally by hurricane damage 
participation and surplus transfers. However, proceeds from 
notes issued, a change in carrying balances and a higher tax 
levy were contributing factors. 


Expenditures for the same period decreased $6,520. él, which 
was refiected principally in the hurricane damage account. In- 
creases noted in highway, education and equipment expenditures 
were also factors.

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Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of in- 
ternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. External verifications, 
on a test basis, were utilized to determine the correctness of re- 
corded assets and liabilities. | 


Receipts, vouchers and canceled checks were examined for a 
selected period and major increases or decreases in revenue or 
expenditures over previous years were explored. Bond coverages 
were examined. Excise tax collections were verified by. exami- 
nation of the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Educational account balances were reconciled with those of the 
Superintendent of Schools. Trust fund transactions were re- 
viewed. The investments were verified by bank confirmation. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the munici- 
pality were reviewed to determine that related financial trans- 
actions had been properly administered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed 
to the extent deemed advisable to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying statement of financial 
condition and supporting information present fairly the financial 
position of the town at February 11, 1956 and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended.

In accordance with Chapter 91, Section 142 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1954, an audit has been conducted of the financial 
records of the Town of Searsmont for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 6, 1957. 


The examination was made in accordance with generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards that pertain to governmental accounting 
and was conducted by Auditor C. G. Hawes of the State Department 
of Audit. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year, and included all procedures which were considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the examina- 
tion, the financial transactions of the Town were appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompany- 
ing comments. A recommendation is also offered which is believed 
worthy of consideration. 


The financial and statistical sections, incorporated in this report, 
present the results of the Town’s financial operations for the period 
indicated.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Searsmont 
February 12, 1956 to February 6, 1957 

An audit of the financial records maintained by various officers 
of the Town of Searsmont has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended February 6, 1957. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are in- 
corporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds ex- 
ceeded expenditures by $1,389.47, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 
Unexpended Balances ............ $7,192.41 
Overdratts *t87 (ona) igs) 3 5,802.94 


Net Unexpended Balances ...... $1,389.47 


The unappropriated balance of excise taxes, the overlay and 
supplemental tax revenue, and the unexpended balances in the 
poor relief and certain highway accounts were the principal factors 
contributing to the excess of available funds over expenditures. 
Overdrafts were reflected for the most part in the highways and 
bridges, and contingent accounts. 


Assets 

The cash balance of $2,299.28 was reconciled with a statement 
furnished by the First National Bank of Belfast, Maine. Cash was 
counted at date of audit and reconciled with the closing balance. 

Other assets were reviewed and verification undertaken, on a 
test basis, to determine their correctness at the year end. Unpaid ac- 
counts were reconciled with the balances shown on the records. 

Liabilities | 

The general fund liabilities totaled $2,013.90, at the close of 
‘the year. The amount consisted principally of the balance of a 
hurricane damage loan of $2,000.00, which was issued in 1954 and 
is due on demand. 
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Reserves and Surplus 

The appropriation accounts reflect a net overdraft of $330.32 at 
February 6, 1957. This amount represents various operating account 
balances and overdrafts that are carried forward to the ensuing year 
in accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $4,049.31, a net in- 
crease of $942.16 for the year. The change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by the excess of available funds over expenditures, less an 
adjustment’ of the hurricane damage account. 


Debt Fund 

The debt fund, incorporated in the financial statement as a 
separate fund, reflects outstanding bridge construction, fire truck 
and equipment notes of $1,250.00, $1,500.00 and $500.00 respectively 
which are to be retired from future years’ revenue with interest at 
3%. 

Trust and Special Funds 

The total amount of trust fund principals was $14,100.00 and 
unexpended income amounted to $2,663.10 at the year end. These 
funds are represented by U. S. Government Bonds of $11,100.00, 
and time deposits of $5,663.10 in the First National Bank of Belfast, 
Maine. 

The special fund for school construction, known as the “Marri- 
ner School Fund” was established during the year by the receipt 
of a $500.00, U. S. Savings Bond. 


Departmental Accounts 

The review of the departmental accounts revealed a decrease 
of $2,328.77, in funds raised by taxation, as compared with the 
preceding year. The decrease was reflected principally in the high- 
way and charity accounts. Increases in the education and indebted- 
ness accounts were also factors. 

The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing year 
decreased by $4,005.18, as compared with balances at the start of 
the year. The decrease was reflected ean, in the charity and 
education accounts. 
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General 


The examination of the town clerk’s records, as pertained to 
financial operations, revealed that the transfer of excise tax revenue 
to the New England and Moody Mountain road accounts was 
authorized by the townspeople. 

It is suggested that the treasurer make more frequent deposits 
of town funds. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and 
other matters of financial concern. External verifications were util- 
ized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. ‘ : : 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax collections 
were verified with the copies of the receipts retained by the col- 
lector. The investments and time deposits representing the trust 
funds were verified by actual inspection and/or. bank confirmation. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the muni- 
cipality was reviewed to determine that related financial transactions 
had been properly administered. Bond coverage was examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed 
to the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed, subject to the foregoing comments, the accom- 
panying statement of financial condition and supporting information 
present fairly the financial position of the town at F ebruary 6, 1957, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended. |
